State, Jewish national culture is taboo. 


In a number of towns, such as 


Cernauti, Suceava, and Radauti, Jewish children speak German as the 
mother tongue but are not allowed to learn a word of Hebrew. 


JEWISH M.P. BARRED 
FROM JORDAN 


Mr. Silverman’s Protest

JERUSALEM 
Mr. Sidney Silverman, M.P., who, 
together with Mrs. Silverman, has 
been visiting Israel as a guest of the 
Government, was refused permission 


to enter Jordan to visit British troops 


in that country. 

Another British M.P., Mr. Ronald 
Bell, was allowed to cross into Jordan 
through the Mandelbaum Gate. 

After the British Embassy- had 
approached the Jordan authorities on 
behalf of Mr. Silverman, he was told 
that he could cross into the Old City 
of Jerusalem only. This he refused 
since British troops are not stationed 
in the Old City. 

When Mr. Silverman spoke to your 
he appeared to. be 
unaware that Jews have for years not 
been allowed to cross the Mandel- 
baum Gate into Jordan, apart from 
one or two exceptions, one of them 
being Viscount Samuel. © 

At the suggestion that the Jordan 
ban was due to the fact that he is a 
Jew, Mr. Silverman commented: 
“The Jordan authorities presumably 
did not question the racial origin or 
religious beliefs of the British troops 
which were flown over Israel to aid 
the Jordan Government.” 


fn past vears thousands of Jews 
from. tron Curtain countries have 
passed through Vienna to resetile in 
the free wofld. . All have suffered 


economic hardship and have 
experienced antisemitism. But none 


of them whom I have .met; whether 
coming from Poland, Czechoslovakia,

Economic Hardship 


Crippling economic conditions are 
forcing Jews to live at a subsistence 
level. State employees—in Com- 
munist countries — they include 
physicians and engineers as well as 
craftsmen civil servants—are 


earning barely enough to keep body | 


and soul together, and only if other 
members of the family have an 
income can they afford to buy shoes, 
clothing, and other necessities, . 
Antisemitism is officially illegal in 
Rumania, but there is a_ glaring 
diversity between theory and practice, 
especially .on the part of those 
empowered to implement the 
notorious Law 324. This Law pro- 
vides penalties, even capital punish- 
ment jn some cases, for persons con- 
ducting trade illegally, neglecting 
work. and acting in what is considered 
to be an irresponsible manner. The 
Law continually abused by 
Rumanian officials, in a large num- 
ber of cases to the detriment of th 
Jews.

ISRAELIS FOR RACIAL RIOTS 


INDIA 


Establishing New 
Villages 


EXCHANGE OF FARM 
WORKERS 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Groups of volunteers’ will be 
exchanged between India and Israel 
so that the ideas of Israel’s co-opera- 
tive villages can be adopted and 
adapted for India, Mr. Jayaprakash 
Narayan stated here, 

He is one of India’s most revered 
leaders. He was formerly the leader 
of the Indian Socialist Party but left 


it to join Vinoba Bhave, the Ghandian 


founder of the Sarvodaya movement. 

Mr. Narayan, who is visiting 
Isracl as a guest of the Histadrut, 
said that he had found in. Israel's 
kibbutzim the ideal of socialism. This 
tvpe of communal village was unsuit- 
able for India, but he believed that 
Israeli co-operative villages could 
succeed in India, especially on land 
which had been communalised. 

He described the Histadrut as a 
remarkable achievement and a great 
credit to its founders. There was no 
other organisation like it, he said. 

Questioned about India’s relations 
with Israel, Mr. Narayan said that the 
absence of normal diplomatic rela- 
tions did not mean that the Govern- 
ment and people of India were 
unfriendly towards Israel. On_ the 
contrary, there was afund of good will 
towards the Jewish State. He was sure 
that this good will would sooner or 


later—he very much hoped it would 


be sooner—serve to regularise the 
relations between their two countries. 
Before coming to Israel Mr. 
Narayan had a meeting with Colonel 
Nasser in Cairo. Colonel Nasser told 
him that the main force in the Middle 
East was Arab nationalism, which 
expressed itself in a desire for 
freedom from foreign domination and 
foreign interference.

“A long and bitter experience of 
racial and religious hostility suffered 
by Jews as a minority group in many 
pirts of the world is convincing proof 
of the truth that no minority is safe 
where the spirit of hatred: prevails. 


“ The Board. declares its strong sup- 


port of all those elements in the com- 
munity who oppose and condemn any 
policy or act which is, or might 
become, a denial of fundamental 
human rights.” 3

Youth was strongly represented. 
In all the synagogues there were 
hundreds of young boys and girls, 
many of them, especially in 
the more Orthodox congregations, 
devoutly absorbed in prayer and 
contemplation. In other syna- 
gogues they tended to gather in the 
forecourts. At the synagogue in 
Egerton Road during the morning 
service there must have been at one 
time 200 or 300 boys and girls 
between the ages of ten and 18. 
Similarly large gatherings of youth 
could be seen outside the large Lea 
Bridge Road and Springfield Syna- 
gogues, a considerable number of 
the boys still wearing their tallitim 
and yarmulkas, of which = an 
unusual variety of shape and colour 
was to be seen jn every synagogue. 
On the other hand, in the strictly 
Orthodox congregations, the young 
were kept inside, joining their 
elders in prayer, 7 

They were auctioning the aliyot 
when I arrived at the Trisker 
Rebbe’s Beth Hamedrash in Caze- 
nove Road, one of the several new 
private prayer-houses for which 
this street has now become famous. 
Trade must have been brisk because 
Hagba ‘and Gelilla, not considered 


to be the most important aliyot, 


went for £2 2s. I had long thought 
that this custom had disappeared. 
But, obviously, like so many others 
that have been revived in this island 
of extreme Orthodoxy in Stamford

Older and younger at Tashlich at the River Lea 


Hill,  aliya-selling has been 
retained. Remembering the large 
crowds and the over-filled shtiblech 
of the Trisker Chassidim in my 
home town, I was slightly disap- 
pointed to see the place only 
sparsely filled with worshippers. 
There were not many more at 
the Sandzer Rebbe’s Synagogue 
across the road. Although here, 
too, one could see a number of 
worshippers dressed in the tradi- 
tional silk garb, which gave the 
place a touch of “der heim,” the 
atmosphere was much more con- 
strained than it used to be in the 
shtiblech in Poland. 
And the same can be said of the 
Lubavitcher Beth Hamedrash up 
the road. Strong as the adherence 
to the Chassidic type of Orthodoxy 
remains in this area, the number 
of followers has obviously not 
grown and is hardly sufficient to 
fill their houses of prayer, even on 
Rosh Hashana. For some reason 
these scions of old and famous 
rabbinic dynasties, which used to 
draw thousands of followers in 
Poland at the beginning of the 
century, do not seem to have any 
special appeal to the young and 
Orthodox Jewish youth in London. 


Intense Earnestness _ 
No secular talk of any kind dis- 


turbed the prayers in any of these 


synagogues. There was an intense 
earnestness everywhere and a quiet 
communion with the Divine, every- 
one petitioning the Almighty in a 
contemplative and devout mood. 
I was also struck by the fact that 
in nearly all these prayer-houses, 
including the one in Kyverdale 
Road, the pronunciation of Hebrew 
was in the old Polish style. 
Irrespective of the tendency to 
favour the Sephardi pronunciation, 
every one of these worshippers 
seemed to be completely . certain 
that the Almighty had not ceased 


to listen to prayers offered in the 


old and familiar way. 

But if these houses of Chassidic 
congregations in tree-lined Caze- 
nove Road were not overcrowded, 
the one of the Mesifta at the corner 
of Cazenove Road and Kvverdale 
Road was full to overflowing. 
Not even in pre-war Poland could 
one see a Synagogue more crowded, 
or worshippers more devout. And 
what was most striking was the 
large number of young men amon 
them, all with long peyot, an 
many with beards, bent in ardent 
prayer. Here was Jewish Ortho- 
doxy at its strongest, the wor- 
Shippers vying with each other in 
the fervour of their supplications.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


CHILDREN IN SYNAGOGUE 


HE Sidra for this Sabbath 
includes the regulations for 
the ceremony of “ Hakhel,” 
when once in seven years the whole 
people were assembled for the pur- 
pose ‘of renewing their allegiance 
to the Torah. The definitive verse 
“Assemble the people, and the 
men and the women and the little 
ones ... that they may learn, and 
fear the Lord your God, and 
observe to do all the words of this 
law” is the subject of a famous 
comment in the Talmud which is 
partly quoted by Rashi. It is the 
interpretation given by R. Eliezer 
b, Azariah, and repeated to the 
aged R. Joshua b. Hananiah, to his 
unconcealed delight. “If the men 
come to learn, and the women to 
hearken, what is the purpose of the 
little children coming, since they 
can neither learn nor hearken ? 
The answer is, to give a reward to 
those. who bring them.” When R. 
Joshua heard this, he exclaimed 
reproachfully: “You had this 
choice pearl of interpretation in 
your hand and you wished to deny 
me it’ (Hagiga 3a). 
It is not easy to understand either 
the point of the question, or its 
answer, or for that matter the 
fulsome praise of R. Joshua. 
Surely the very next verse gives in 


clear and explicit words the answer 
to the question. 


WHAT R. Eliezer b. Azariah 

wished to emphasise, however, 
and what found such great favour 
in the eyes of the aged rabbi was 
something which is not implicit in 
this verse, but of which he realised 
the paramount tmportance. To the 
question “Why the little 
children come?” he answers, “To 
give a reward to .those who bring 
them.” The difference in the verb 
emphasises an entirely new point. 
It is good and right and proper 
that children should come to syna- 
gogue, but the value of a child 


coming to the synagogue cannot be 
compared to the value of the parent 
bringing the child to synagogue. It 
is the difference between sending 
one’s child to synagogue and 
bringing one’s child to synagogue 
which R. Eliezer 
wishes to point out. 

For what R. Eliezer b. Azariah 
realised was that the importance of 
this passage lies not so much in 
the presence of the children at this 
ceremony. of the renewal of reli- 
gious allegiance as in the presence 
of the children as an integral part 
of a family unit, thereby ensuring 
the continuity of religious 


tradition, not only by precepi, not: 


only by “hearing and learning” 
what an outsider has to tell them, 
but by the much more potent if 
silent influence of example. 


ONE finds it difficult to voice a 
criticism of those parents who, 
realising their responsibility for 


‘providing their children with a 


religious training, insist on them 
attending synagogue regularly. Yet 
this must in all truth be said. When 
a father or mother who, when it 
is possible for them to accompany 
their child to synagogue, instruct 
them to go while they themselves 
go off on their less acceptable 
occasions, they are unconsciously 
but none the less effectively teach- 
ing that child that religion is but 
a “kinderspiel,” a “child’s play,” 
and jt is inevitable that the child 
with its love and respect for its 


parents, with its desire to be adult 


and to behave as an adult, will 
look forward to the day when 
it also will be sufficiently grown up 
not to have to attend synagogue on 
Sabbath! Not that way will there 
be “ fear of the Lord your God as 


long as ye live in the land,” not. 
that way will the continuity of 


Judaism be assured. It is when the 
child is accompanied by father and 
mother that that sense of conti- 
nuity is assured, and great indeed 
is the reward of these parents who, 
instead of sending their children td 
synagogue bring them.

French Jew’s Experiences 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A young man, who in the last five 
years has met Jews, individually and 
in communities, in practically every 
country in the world outside the Iron 
Curtain, has just arrived in England 
to stay for a few days with his aunt, 
Mrs. R. Hagendorf, at Stamford Hill. 

He is a young 
Jewish French- 
man, M. Max 
Fuks, who set off 
from Paris in 
1953, with a 
knapsack on his 
back 1,500 
francs (about 30 
shillings) in his 
pocket, to hitch- 
hike around the 
world. 

There was a 
general strike in 
Paris when 


M.iviax uks 
Fuks, then 22, decided to see the 


world on his shoestring budget. By 
getting lifts in cars and lorries he 
reached Spain, where he sang in 
cafés to earn money to pay for his 
hotel room. From there he went on 
to North Africa, and later managed to 
get a lift by ‘plane from Casablanca 


| to Las Palmas in the Canary Isles. 


In his. travels, M. Fuks was 
befriended by Jews in many places 
including such remote areas as the 
island of New Caledonia (off the coast 
of Australia) and Senegal, West 
Africa, where he met five Jewish 
families living in Dakar 

But it was in America, where he 
stayed for two years, visiting 32 
States, that M. Fuks found that the 
Jews “had no time for me.” He 
told me: “The American Jews were 
not at all hospitable. When I asked 
for assistance they told me to go and 
get a job. So 1 did. I worked as a 
waiter and as a washer-up. I learned 
to cook, and I earned some money 
by being interviewed about my trip 
on several American _ television 
programmes.”

PRICES | 


Increases Expected 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


_ There should have been no increase 
in the price of kosher meat this week, 
but the outlook for the next few weeks 
is bad, particularly if the Jewish 
housewife continues to ‘insist on the 
better cuts only, 

The general shortage of beef has, of 
course, affected the kosher market, 
which has to compete for its share of 
home-killed cattle against an ever- 
increasing demand resulting from a 
drastic reduction in the imports from 
Argentina. 

I] was assured by representatives of 
the wholesalers and retailers that this 
week (with only one day available for 
shechita) there would be virtually no 
increase in the price of kosher meat. 
At the most, Mr. B. Clarfelt, of the 
British Fatstock Marketing Corpora- 
tion, said, it would amount to a 
halfpenny. But ‘the price would have 
to be reviewed next week, 

It seems that even if the wholesalers 
should be able to maintain the present 


- prices—already much higher than are 


usual for this time of the year—the 
retail butchers would not. 

Mr. M. Levin, Chairman of the 
Licensed Kosher Butchers’ Associa- 
tion, stated that so far they had not 
passed on to the consumers the 
increases charged by the wholesalers. 
Since, however, there was no hope 
now that prices would fall, the 
butchers would be forced to charge 
what he called “an economic price.” 


A JEW’S FAITH

The Rev. Cyril Harris gave an 
address on “God and Faith” to the 


Cultural Section of the Maccabi 


Association at 73 Compayne Gardens, 
West Hampstead, London, last week.

Mr. Harris said that “faith is a 
personal confrontation. It is for 
that reason that Jews, in the nature 
of their identity, are opposed to Com- 
munism or worship of the State.

The speaker stated that Judaism 
differed from any known religion 
because in Judaism faith must be 


translated into action. All religions, 


Mr. Harris said, prided themselves on 
their holiness, and in Judaism holiness 
was evident in every aspect of life, 
even in attire. 


RECLAIMING JEWS LOST 
TO THE COMMUNITY

“We should penetrate to those 
places where there are Jews lost to 
the community,” said Dr. E. S. Con- 
way, the headmaster of the new J.F:S. 
Secondary School, when he gave some 
“random thoughts,” as he.put it, on 
“Jewry and the Welfare State” to 
the Streatham Sicha Society last week, 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. H. 
Levine (Woodfield Avenue, S.W.16). 

Dr. Conway added that “we have 

no dynamic religious force. that 
reclaims souls lost to Judaism.” 
_ The earlier Jewish philanthropic 
Institutions were backed essentially by 
the Anglo-Jewish nobility, he said. 
Nowadays the government of Jewish 
charitable establishments was more 
democratic. Nowadays, too, a wealth 
of study was required before a person 
could undertake social service. 

The speaker stated that the newly 
established summer schools for Jewish 
youth were helping to perpetuate 
Jewish consciousness.

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FASCIST SEEKS 
JEWS’ SUPPORT 


Mr. N. Symington, Offers 
“Hand of Friendship” 


From a Correspondent 


NORTHAMPTON 

In Northampton on Tuesday a 
45-year-old fascist speaker, Mr. Noel 
H. Symington, of Market Har- 
borough, Leicestershire, dissociated 
himself from Hitler’s antisemitism and 
declared that it would be impossible 
to establish fascism without Jewish 
support. 

Mr. Symington was to have 
launched what he called the 1958 
Movement with a talk in the Town 
Hall on “ The Case of Fascism,” but 
the booking was cancelled after strong 
protests, including one from the local 
British Legion. 3 

Addressing, instead, an open-air 
gathering of about. two hundred at 
Northampton Market Square, he said: 
“The Jewish question does. not con- 
cern me or any modern fascist whatso- 
ever. The quarrel must be finished 
without 
between fascists and Jews only helped 
the Communists.” 

Dissociating himself from Hitler’s 
war. on Jews, he added: “ On the other 
hand, Hitler had a great deal of good 
and many of his ideas are desirable.” 

During the whole of his two-hour 


meeting there was a good deal of 


heckling. 
Incompatible Dogmas 


Earlier Mr. Symington had been 
selling copies of his book “ Return to 
Responsibility.” In this he states that 
there is need for some entirely new 
thinking on the subject of Jewry in 
the world today. 

He also says: “Israel, like us, is 
fighting for its life. Democracy cannot 
Stop Russia. so the Jews = are 
maneeuvred by circumstances into a 
fascist environment. All the world 
loves the friendly Arabs, but thanks 
to Russia the Arabs no longer love 
the West. | | 

Antisemitic fascists are, therefore, 
being torn apart by incompatibie 
dogmas. If you attack the Jews you 
help Communism. If you attack the 
Communists you help the Jews. 
There is no escaping this decision. We 
must, therefore, choose sides boldly 
and without argument. We retain the 
fascism and we offer the Jews the hand 
of friendship.” 

He adds that most fascists will not 
be able to do this. and claims that 
his present policy will cost him most, 
if not all. of his old friends.

Dr. Verwoerd was 
at that time appointed editor of 
the newly founded Nationalist 
Party daily Dit TRANSVALER. In 
its very first issue Dr. Verwoerd 
published an article in which he 
urged that trading licences’ be 
refused to Jews until their participa- 
tion in commerce was reduced to 
five per cent, and that existing 
licences, abandoned by Jewish 
owners,-should not be allowed to 
be transferred to Jews. 

Dr. Verwoerd continued to be 
editor of Dt& TRANSVALER for 
eleven years, including the Second 
World War period. The news- 
paper was generally regarded as the 
organ of the Transvaal Branch of 
the Nationalist Party. In common 
with the Nationalist Party, Dir 
TRANSVALER was opposed to South 


_Africa’s participation in the war, 
but both the paper and the leaders. 


of the Party resented and rejected 
suggestions that they were hinder- 
ing the war effort and that they 
were in league with Nazism. 
Thus, when insinuations of this 
kind were made by the English- 


medium newspaper, the Star, Dr.. 
Verwoerd 


took court action 


against’ it. 
Change in Outlook 


Rejecting the suit, Mr. Justice 
Philip Millin said about Verwoerd: 
“He did support Nazi propaganda, 
he did make his newspaper a tool 
of Nazis in South Africa, and he 
knew it.” | 

After the war, however, there 
came about a complete change in 
outlook, attitude, deed. 
Several factors contributed to this 
change: Hitler was defeated and, 
as was the case in other parts of 
the world, antisemitism was com- 
pletely discredited and exploded. 
In South Africa, particularly, new 
elements began to play a part in 
the shaping of policies. The 


“colour question and racial issues 
had sharpened considerably and. 


had become a source of concern 


‘in order to 


to politicians of all. camps. It 
must be remembered that it was 
not necessarily the Nationalist Party 
which advocated policies of 
segregation. Basically the Smuts 
party was equally in favour of 
segregation between the races. Such 
artificial Jewish questions as may 


have existed faded into complete: 


insignificance as against the 
tremendous racial problems of the 
country. 


As for the Nationalist leaders,: 


they matured and grew older and 
felt the confidence of increasing 
power and increasing support from 


the electorate. The country was-in 


any case falling into their hands 
like a ripe apple, without the use 
of the Jewish bogy. The Grey 
Shirts were discredited and dis- 
nr $e and were no longer their 
rival. 


Ban Lifted 


Even then it took a few years 
before the ban on Jewish member- 
ship of the Transvaal Branch of 
the Nationalist Party was lifted. 

_ Dr. Malan, the first Nationalist 
Premier, and _ his lieutenants 
repeatedly emphasised that they 
strove for unity among all the 
European sections, An atmosphere 
of good will between the 


Nationalist Party and the Govern-. 


ment on the one hand and the 
Jewish community on. the other 
developed and was being 
cultivated. 


On repeated occasions, particu- ~ 


larly in the appointment of judges 
in the High Court, the Govern- 
ment demonstrated that it did not 
discriminate between Jew and non-

Mr. H. M. Bloch, Q.C., was 
appointed to the Bench in Cape 
Town. Any suggestion that there 
were streaks of antisemitism in the 
make-up of the Government was 
resented most strongly by the 
organs of the Nationalist Party, 
who asserted, often not without 
justification, that the present 
Opposition (the United Party) was 
trying to dig up their sins of youth

thousands of Jews—most of the 
30,000 Jews now in. Poland live in 
these and other big cities. But 
Warsaw alone had nearly 400,000 
Jews before Hitler wiped them out. 
In the town where my father was 
born, and his house, still entered in 
Pabenice, I found one Jew. In 
Kutno, where Sholem Asch was 
born and his house, still entered in 
the towm documents as Dom Asch, 
is now the headquarters of the 
Kutno Housing Authority, I found 
two Jews. In Turek, where the 
sculptor Glicenstein was born—I 
went into the house and spoke to 
the present occupants—there is not 
a single Jew. The synagogue is a 
store, and the upper women’s part 
is a club.

Hope for Aliya 


1 could understand when a 
London Jew I met in’ Warsaw, who 
was born in Poland, told me that 
he had gone to his native town 


and had seen this Churban, and he 


was going back immediately to 
London, determined never to think 
Poland—to him = an 
accursed land. It is true that the 
tragedy of Polish Jewry has not 
lessened antisemitism in Poland. 
Most. Jews I spoke to want to get 
away. They are only waiting for 
the hoped-for resumption of emi- 


gration, which the Government has_ 


now halted to a trickle, It is not 
only the antisemitism. Polish Jews 
had got inured to that. I know that 
Jewish life in Poland before Hitler 
was not idyllic. There was not 
only antisemitism, but also bitter 
poverty. But what the Jews of 
Poland feel now is loneliness—the 
thinning out of all Jewish life. 
Even those who once strove to 
undermine the Jewish religion now 
feel the lack of it. They have not 
entered a synagogue for years. 
They still do not go to the one 
small synagogue in Warsaw where 


I worshipped on the Sabbath with 


not more than two minyanim. But 
they show you where the Great 


Synagogue once stood, and mourn . 


its non-existence as a-loss to Jewish 
life. One of them told me ‘that he 
is still not a religious Jew. But 
what will happen to my children ? 
he asked. There is in this Com- 
munist Poland no non-religious life. 


Catholic Atmosphere 


The atmosphere is Catholic. If my 
children are not Jewish they will 
be drawn into Catholic life, Reli- 
gious or not, his attachment to 
Jewish folk-life and his love of 
Jews and Jewish folk ways is 
intense. The Jews want to feel 
that they. have Jews elsewhere, a 
Jewish wall to lean against. I had 
a letter the other day from Dr. 
Libo, the President of the Polish 
Jewish community, the Vaad 
Hakehillot: “ We were so glad to 
hear from you. Since the Churban 
we feel cut off, lonely. Such letters 
give us courage and show us that 
we are not alone.” 

One cannot of course speak of 
Jewish life in Poland without con- 
sidering it within its framework of 


Polish life and the conditions in | 


Poland today. Poland has great 
potentialities. The textile industry 
of Lodz and Pabenice js still a 
great industry, though the Jews are 
no longer engaged in it. Coal- 
mining, shipbuilding, and heavy 
machine building are important 
activities. At the gates of the 
Auschwitz death camp a new town 
named Oswiecem has grown up 
round a huge chemical factory, the 
largest in Poland. And, of course, 


Poland is a rich agricultural 
country. I saw an air display in 
Lodz, and I remembered the 


bravery of the Polish airmen in the 
Battle of Britain. But Poland is a 
poor country. I spoke to many non- 
Jews—artisans and _ professional 
peaple. Pay and living conditions 
and housing are very bad. And 
the outlook is bleak. The reasons 
are chiefly political, inherent in the 
Socialist economy and the draining 
away of a great deal to Russia. 
There were thousands of Poles 
from America. visiting Poland 
while I was there. Many of them, 
and the Jewish visitors from abroad 
too, were struck by the poverty and 
the sad faces of the people. I saw 
children playing happily and lovers 
walking together with fond smiles 
for each other. But children and 
lovers are always happy. Poland 
has an air of sullen grimness. There 
is much discontent. Some 80 per 
cent of the people are Catholic and 
anti-Communist and antisemitic. 
There is resentment in the air and 
the Jews sense it. 


Pilgrimage to Tarnoy 


Professor: Salo Baron was in 
Poland when I was there, and we 
spent some time together. We went 
to the Yiddish Theatre and we were 
at the Jewish Historical Institute 
together, and in the home of Pro- 
fessor Mark, the Director of the 
Institute, He said that he wanted 
to go to Tarnov. “Why?” said 
Mark. “There are no Jews left in 
Tarnov.” But I, remembering my 
feelings when I had gone to the 
Judenrein towns and villages where 
my parents and grandparents had 
lived, recalled that Baron was born 
in Tarnov, that he wanted to tread 


the ground where his cradle stood. 


He agreed that this was the feeling 
which moved him to go there. : 

We discussed the future of Polish 
Jewry. So many Polish Jews are 
today hopeless about the future.

Ceremony in Poland

The small Jewish community of 
Siedlec, Eastern Poland, held a com- 
memoration meeting recently to mark 
the 16th anniversary of the liquidation 
of the ghetto there by the Nazis. 

At the end of August, 1942, the 
Gestapo drove some 10,000 Jews out 
of the local ghetto and deported them 
to Treblinka’ where they were all 
killed. Several hundred — persons, 
among them infirm and aged people 
and some children, were shot in the 
woods outside Siedlec. 

Last month the local community 
organised the reburial of hundreds of 
Jews who had been killed by the 
Nazis and whose bodies were buried 
temporarily in the fields and forests 
in the neighbourhood of the town and 
in the surrounding villages. The 
names of most of the victims have 
now been established and have been 
published in the Warsaw  FOoLks- 
SZTY ME.

Those who are’ there now will 
emigrate. or die.

Surprise and Admiration 


The “bensching” was. said and 
sung from beginning to end in the 
hearing of everybody, to the amaze- 
ment of the non-Jewish passengers and 
waiters. At first it obviously seemed 
strange to these people, but when told 
that this was part of a religious ser- 
vice, surprise and admiration for 
these young Jewish boys could be 
read on many a face. And for myself, 
as a person connected with Jewish 
education, there was not only the feel- 
ing of immense satisfaction and relief, 
but perhaps a much more important 
point: these young boys were without 
any inhibitions about their religious 
practices.

That same evening several of the 
boys stood with me on deck to recite 
the kiddush levana (said after the 
appearance of the new moon). It 
was a fine moment when all of us 
pronounced the familiar greeting, 
which we, as it were, extended to all 
Jewish brothers and sisters far and 
wide across the sea wherever they 
might be: Sholem Aleichem. 

On the way down to my cabin | 
thought: many strange things must 


already happened in this ship, 


where so many different peoples, races, 
and religions meet, but I wonder 
whether the deck of the Queen Eliza- 
beth has ever experienced kiddush 
levana with a minyan of young 
enthusiastic Orthodox boys! 
Preparing for Shabbat 

In the meantime Shabbat 
approached. Together with these 
boys were a number of Jewish girl 
students who were very eager to join 
us’ in prayers. But there was the 
difficulty of a division between men 
and women worshippers, which the 
small synagogue on the ship lacked, 
with the purser and 
a Jewish waiter about the necessary 
materials for a_ partition followed. 
These boys would not leave a stone 
unturned until they achieved what 
they wanted. Everything was tried 
out—cardboard, talletim, tablecloths— 
until finally an adequate separation 
was fixed as the Din demands. All 
this was carried out with skill and 
enthusiasm by the young people, so 
that by Friday evening all was ready. 

Shabbat itself was the highlight of 
my experience. The kindling of the 
lights, Kiddush, zemirot in the large 
dining-room, an appropriate Torah 


- discourse, shiurim culminating in an 


unforgettable Oneg Shabbat. The joy- 
ful fulfilment of these mitzvot made us 
feel—and it was a precious feeling— 
that we had been allowed to create 
and partake in a real Kiddush 
Hashem. All this was proof to me 
that the spark of the Torah once 
kindled burns on and on with ever- 


increasing light, in all countries, and 


under all circumstances.

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YOM KIPPUR 


IT is characteristic of Judaism that 
the New Year inaugurates a period 
of Ten Days of Repentance with 
the object of inducing its followers 
to pursue henceforth a new and 
better life. Tonight is the eve of 
the Sabbath of Repentarice, and 
tomorrow’s Prophetical Reading in 
the synagogue will - proclaim its 
purpose: “Return O Israel, unto 
the Lord thy God. . . . Blow the 
Shofar in Zion, sanctify a fast, call 
a solemn assembly.” Such is the 
summons to the culminating day of 
this sacred ‘season, when, from 
sunset on Tuesday next until night- 


fall on Wednesday, we_ shall 
observe the solemnities of Yom 
Kippur. This is the supreme 


occasion in our whole religious 


calendar, and jit conveys the 
message that “man doth not live 
by bread only, but by every thing 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of the Lord doth man live.” It 
reminds each and every one of us 
that we are also spiritual beings 
who are nourished by the things of 
the spirit: “O Lord, by these 
things men live, and altogether 
therein is the life of my _ spirit; 
wherefore recover Thou me, and 
make me to live.” spas 

This Day of complete with- 
drawal from worldly affairs should 
not be regarded as an excuse for 
escapism from the harsh realities 
of human existence in this modern 
age. On the contrary, its true 


purpose can be achieved only in. 
_ $0 far as it makes some worth- 


while contribution towards the 
attainment of a nobler way of life. 
If its inner meaning is rightly 
understood and its God-given 
opportunities are grasped, it-should 
afford us sure guidance for the 
relief of our present-day troubles 
and disiresses. Many and varied 


‘are the petitions and supplications 
which express our 


hopes and 
yearnings in the synagogue liturgy 
on the Day of Atonement.  Per- 
meating these prayers, however, is 
the reiterated ‘aspiration for peace 
and harmony and reconciliation, so 
that men everywhere may be 
brought together into fellowship 
and unity as children of the One 
God who has created them all. 


At no time in the world’s history 
can this age-old longing have been 
more hearifelt and meaningful than 
today. Never, indeed, was man’s 
control of nature and of the 
material forces of the universe 
more manifest than in our vaunted 
Yet all this 
accumulation of power and know- 
ledge, when employed without 
moral or spiritual sanctions, only 
increases the anxious apprehension 
of impending doom. The ultimate 
wisdom for the world’s saivation -is 
still to be found in our Atonement 
message: “Are not all the mighty 


men as naught before Thee, the 


men of renown as though they had 
not been, the wise as if without 
knowledge, and the men of under- 
standing as if without discernment ? 
But if we stay our hand from 
violence and return unto Thee to 
do the statutes of Thy will with a 
perfect heart, then wilt Thou have 
compassion upon us; for Thou 
delightest not in the destruction of 
the world.” 


A. practical illustration of the 
efficacy of repentance is given in 
the Book of Jonah, which so 
appropriately forms the Prophetical 
Reading for the afternoon of Yom 
Kippur. Jonah proudly asserted: 


~“T am a Hebrew; and I fear the 
Lord, the God of heaven, who hath 


made the sea and the dry land.” 
He was called upon to declare the 
Divine message of. repentance gut- 
side the confines of his own com- 
munity, and through his instru- 
mentality the mighty city of 
Nineveh was saved from destruc- 
tion. He did not easily understand, 
however, why he_ should _ be 
expected to show concern about 
the fate of his fellow-creatures in 
Nineveh, and he vainly sought to 
avoid the inescapable obligation 
that was laid on him. The moral 
of this Scriptural lesson is obviously 
not meant to be applied to only 


one man and one city jn ancient 
times. Whenever :and wherever, 
for example, suffering is inflicted 
upon our non-Jewish neighbours 
because of racial prejudice and 
intolerance, we dare not—if we 
would be true to our religious pro- 
fessions—remain aloof or indif- 
ferent. Every attack upon the 
dignity of the human personality 
is a profanation of the name of 
God, who has endowed all men 
‘vith His own spiritual likeness. 


Contemporary events, both at 
home and abroad, show how 
urgently the world requires the 
healing influences of repentance 
and reconciliation. The Jew should 
be foremost in this mission if he 
heeds the Prophetical message that 
will be read in every synagogue on 
the morning of Yom Kippur: 
“ Cast ye up; cast ye up, clear the 
way, take up the stumbling-block 
out of the way of My people... . 
Peace, peace, to him that is far off 
and to him that is near, saith the 
Lord, and [I will heal him.” 


RUMANIAN POLICY 


THE Rumanian Government's 
decision permitting several hundred 
Jewish citizens to leave the country 
is a humanitarian act which will, 
taken simply at its face value, be 
appreciated by Jews abroad and 


_ welcomed greatly by the relatives 


with whom they are to be reunited 
in Israel. This relaxation in the 
rigid anti-emigration policy of the 
Rumanian Communist régime has 
been long overdue. Over three 
years ago the Rumanian Govern- 
ment gave assurances that relatives 
of Jewish emigrants to Israel, held 


back because of the new restric- . 
tions, would be granted exit per-- 


mits. But every appeal for the 
implementation of these assurances 
was left unanswered. Among 
Jewish organisations which had 
been moved to join in the appeals 
to Bucharest was the British Board 
of Deputies, and the Anglo-Jewish 
community will be gratified to 
learn from the recent report of our 
Vienna correspondent that their 
efforts on behalf of their brethren 
in Rumania and those relatives in 
Israel who had _ been separated 


from their families may well have. 


contributed to this relaxation in 
official Rumanian policy. 
the Jewish community in the Soviet 
Union, that in Rumania is the 
largest jn Eastern Europe. In the 
early years after the war, when 
emigration was permitted, tens of 
thousands left for Israel. But 
thousands more are still clamour- 
ing to go. Although belated, this 
new policy in itself is a welcome 
step. 

Nevertheless, when praise has 
been given, it is still most regret- 
table to find the heavy price which 
Rumanian Jewry is forced to pay 
for it. The latest reports coming 
out of Rumania via Vienna tell a 
harrowing tale of the indignities 
and difficulties to which Rumanian 
Jews are being subjected. There is 
extreme poverty, and antisemitism, 
although illegal in theory, is prac- 
tised even by officials. A most 
oppressive measure which is spread- 
ing terror among Jews is a new law 
which, according to our corre- 
spondent’s report in this issue, pro- 
vides severe penalties, including 


that of death, for persons carrying — 


on trade in a manner considered to 
be illegal by the authorities— 
meaning the Communist Party. The 


“law would seem to give the widest 


powers to the authorities and render 
almost everyone liable if out of 
favour with the régime. Jews who 
have suffered so much in Rumania 
know very well what«such a law 
can mean, Hence the new rush to 
seek permits for emigration. But 
here, too, it appears the Jews are 
subjected to rigorous treatment. 
They are not permitted to take out 
with them anything of value, except 
a few personal belongings. Thus, 
instead of retaining credit 
relaxing their emigration policy, the 
Rumanian authorities seem to be 
doing their utmost shamefully to 
reduce the humanitarian value of 
this change of policy. 


INDIAN FRIENDSHIP» 


Ir there is one Asiatic country 
more than another with which the 
Israelis have for long shown their 
desire to establish friendly relations 
it is India.

another. Apart from Japan, India 
is intellectually the most advanced 
Asiatic country this side of the 
Iron Curtain. Indian nationalism, 
though strong, contains little of the 
xenophobia associated with the 
Arab Siates. For the Israelis 
India has always seemed to be a 
natural Asiatic ally and it has 
been a matter of pained sur- 
prise to them to find that a 
Government which, jn _ other 
respects, has shown itself to be 
enlightened, has spurned _ the 
proffered hand of friendship. 
India’s lack of cordiality has been 
based, it would seem, on the fear 
that a formal exchange of diplo- 
matic relations with ‘Israel might 
antagonise her forty mijlion Moslem 
population, exacerbate her relations 
with Pakistan, and upset the Rus- 
sians. When one considers some of 
the other countries—such as Ghana, 
Ethiopia, Turkey, to say nothing 
of the U.S.S.R.—which have estab- 
lished diplomatic relations with 
Israel, this argument does not seem 
very convincing. It is, therefore, 
with unmixed satisfaction that Mr. 
Jayaprakash Narayan’s statement 
will be welcomed that volunteer 
helpers are to be exchanged between 
India and Israel. Mr. Narayan is 
ne of the most influential leaders 
in India, and js closely associated 
with the important social move- 
ment founded by Vinoba_ Bhave. 
It is to be hoped that his expecta- 
tion that relations’ between Israel 
and India will soon be regularised 
will impress itself upon Mr. Nehru’s 
Government. Certainly the politi- 
cal atmosphere is more favourable 
than it has been for a long while 
and there can be no doubt that.the 
position will be further explored 
when Mr. Levj Eshkol and Mr. 
David Horowitz visit India jn 
October for the International 
Monetary Fund Conference. Israel's 
indomitable perseverance: and 
refusal to lie down and die at the 
behest of the Arab States is 


encouraging an increasing number 


of countries to join her circle of 
friends. Let it not be said that 
India was among the last to join! 


* CHAPEL ” 


A CORRESPONDENT recently was 
evidently concerned that the small 
synagogue attached to the institute 
which the Jewish Theological 
Seminary is raising in Jerusalem is 
called a “chapel,” apparently 
inferring thai the term jis un-Jewish. 
It is not one which is sanctioned by 
Anglo-Jewish usage, and at first 
blush most of us, even seasoned 
travellers, regard foreign ways as 
funny. When we. get beyond 
smiling at them and _ begin to 
moralise we must be careful lest, in 
beholding the mote which js in our 
brother’s eye, we see not the beam 
that is jn our own, if a parable 
which can be found in the Gospel 
as well as*the Midrash.can be laid 
under contribution. The American 
Jew refers to a small synagogue 
which is part of a larger institution 
as a “chapel.” Seats in a syna- 
gogue he calls “ pews,” which we 
would also reject as “ goyish.” But 
in this country we have “ wardens ” 
—surely taken from the church— 
and we have an “ Authorised Daily 
Prayer Book,” whose title obviously 
derives from the Authorised 
Version of the Bible.” We have 
“clergy” (some of them garbed 
like their Christian counterparts), 
we have “ ministers,” and we have 
“ecclesiastical authorities.” |The 
full title of our representative 
organisation, “London Committee 
of Deputies of the British Jews,” is 
taken from that of a Nonconformist 
organisation. Judaism has managed 


to survive in this country under the 


weight of this strange nomenclature. 
It will not be killed in America by 
the word “chapel.” At any rate. 
purists in this matter have plenty 
of work to do at home.

Funds for Cultural 
Purposes Vital 


To the Editor of JewrsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Having just returned for a 
short stay in this country, after living 
for two years in Israel, I feel 1 cannot 
allow the letter “Criticism of Israel 
From the U.S.A.” (in your issue of 
September 5) to pass unchallenged. 

Miss Lipkin feels that Israel has no 
justification in its. present insecure 
economic situation to 
expenditure on “frills,” under 
which heading she includes the 
Histadrut building, the commemora- 
tive memorials, and some sections of 
the Hebrew University and the Chaim 
Weizmann Institute. She suggests 
that these funds could have been 
diverted to more urgent needs. 


It appears to me, first of all, thaw 


this argument is economically 
unsound. Is it really so that these 
funds, had they not been so expended, 
would have been available for hous- 
ing, for new buses, or that, in any 
sense, the setting up of these few 
“luxuries” means that the residents 


of Israel are being deprived of essen- - 


tials that could otherwise have been 
supplied to them in some measure ? 


We need only mention, for instance, - 


the Hebrew University, and the out- 
side sources of its funds, given 
specifically for this purpose, 
which forthcoming purely 
of direct sympathy and 
interest in this project. | 

Or, let us consider the problem of 
rehousing those immigrants still living 
in “corrugated-tin shacks” the 
transit camps. In this example Miss 
Lipkin errs, in. her assumption that 
this disturbing state of affairs could 
be eliminated by means of adequate 
economic resources. As a student of 
social work I have worked in such a 
transit camp with these people, and 
| have come to realise that the prob- 
lem of rehousing them is not essen- 
tially an economic one. The primitive 
standards of these people, and the 
consequent complex problems with 
which they are beset as immigrants to 
a country striving to maintain stan- 
dards of Western civilisation, cannot 
be solved merely by sufficient funds 
for rehousing them. 

Many of these people adamantly 
refuse to move to better accommoda- 
tion when it is offered to them, for 
they are unable and unwilling to cope 
with the responsibilities implicit in 
such a change. Others who do move 
into better living conditions often 
reduce the new housing estates to 
veritable slum areas, for they have 
neither the culture nor education to 
appreciate a more civilised standard 
of ‘living. 


Israel must cope with the funda-- 


mental issues involved in these prob- 
lems in order to bring about the 
eventual adjustment and _ integration 
of its immigrants from the East. For 
this it requires the leadership and 
guidance of those with an understand- 
ing of the sociological and psycho- 
logical aspects of these problems.

_ Here we have a glimpse of part 
of the problem involved in prayers 
of peiition.

Right 
from Job, and perhaps earlier, man 
has been confronted with the 
apparent suffering of many oi the 
righteous and the frustration of 
many a good man’s hopes and 
prayers. This is not the place for 
a careful appraisal of the many 
answers and points of view that 
have been put forward by men of 
religion to this vexing question. But 
for our present purpose it is per- 
tinent to point out that it would 
be surely near to blasphemy to 
think of God automatically 


granting the requests of all comers. 


Incantation 


If every time we prayed for some- 


thing our prayers were granied, the 


act of praying would cease to be a 
demonstration of faith, but would 
descend to a sort of formula of 
incantation. Another renowned 
teacher, Jacob Emden, of the seven- 
teenth century, has therefore said : 
“When a man asks God for the 
provision of his material human 
needs, such as health, riches, and 
so on, he should have in mind that 


these will help him to serve his | 


Creator . .. for his material goods 
are really God-given aids for the 
main aim, which js the improve- 


ment of the soul.” 


In fact, praying to God for one’s 
needs not only makes one conscious 
which every 
creature is dependent on the grace 
and bounty of God, but it also 
makes one more conscious of the 
Presence of God, and this aware- 
ness inevitably influences one’s 
mode of life—-** doing justice, loving 
mercy, and walking humbly with 
God” (Micah). The very first

Kolnik 


ln a word, prayer of petition — 


pricks man’s pride, induces in him 
a humility and preserves his faith 
in God. Its purpose is to influence 
him—mortal man. Here we come 
close to the meaning of the Hebrew 
word for  prayer— —which 
comes from the root meaning “ to 
judge.” The reflexive form means 
literally “to judge oneself,” and the 
word M35M “prayer,” therefore, 
would denote “ self-examination ” 
of one’s own heart and thoughts 
and actions to see if they are 
worthy in the sight of God. 

Akin to this self-judgment and 
arising from it. is the tendency to

many of our prayers. It is not only 
in the form of penitential confes- 
sion of. sins on Yom Kippur that 
we-find it. National calamities are 
also attributed to the sinfulness of 
our fathers: 13°22 
II¥"Nt—“* Because of our own 
sins we were exiled from our land.” 
The spirit of the prophets is strong 
in the Jewish consciousness, and 
many of our prayers attest the 
necessity and desire to “return”

If there is a basic unity in all 
those varieties of Jewish prayer, it 
is to be seen perhaps in one of the 
regulations concerning the building 
of a synagogue. The synagogue, we 
are enjoined, must have windows, 
so that those who pray in it can 
look out and see the heavens. 
Prayer is a sort of Jacob’s ladder, 
connecting earth and heaven. It 
brings heaven down to earth, and 


seeks to lift man’s gaze upwards, 


so as to bring him a _ heightened 
experience and ennoble his being. 
Through prayer even the most 
unlettered man finds peace and an 
inner harmony which restores the 
daily fragmentation of his soul. -

DANCING ON YOM KIPPUR? 


By Rabbi Dr. A. E. SILVERSTONE 


HOUGH the Day of Atone-— 
ment is a day of fasting and 


penitence, a day on which 
the Jew is bidden to confess his 
sins and pray to God for forgive- 
ness, it is also a day of joy, it is 
a Yomtov; for, if man truly 
repents, he is confident that he has 
been pardoned, and he rejoices in 
having effected a reconciliation with 
the Almighty. But this joy is a 
spiritual experience: it is not the 
joy permitted on a Festival, it is 
not the joy of food and drink, it 
is not the joy of merrymaking: it is 
the joy of a conscience at ease. 
Yet there is a strange statement 


in .the Mishna, which very 
puzzling. | 
“Rabban Simeon ben Gamliel 


said: There were no festive occasions 
in Israel to equal Ab 15 and the Day 
of Atonement. for on these days the 
daughters of Jerusalem went out in 
white, borrowed garments, in order 
not to put to shame those who had 
none. 

All garments required Tevilla. 
And the daughters of Jerusalem went 
out and danced in the vineyards, 
What did they say? Young man. lift 
up your eyes and see what you are 
choosing for yourself. Do not set 
your eyes on beauty; set your eyes on 
a good family. ‘Grace is deceitful 
and beauty is vain: a woman who 
feareth the Lord, she shall be praised.’ 
(Prov. xxxi, 30)...” (Taanit 26b.)_ 


It appears from this Mishna that 
on these two days, Ab 15 and Yom 


Kippur, there was dancing in the 


vineyards, and the young girls made 
what is tantamount to proposals of 
marriage to the young men. 

Now, on Ab 15 this behaviour 
may possibly be condoned; but 
surely we cannot imagine that this 
was done on Yom Kippur also, and 
that the Talmud would = speak 
approvingly of this custom ? 

Some ‘scholars have suggested 
that. in the text be 
amended to ONS On 


Purim dancing would obviously be 
more appropriate. But this 
emendation cannot be accepted, 
because the Talmud (Taanit 30b), 
in expounding the Mishna, asks 
what was the reason for the joy on 
these two days. Granted, says the 
Talmud, that Yom Kippur was a 


day of joy, 


because there is forgive-. 


ness on that day, and also because 
the second Tables of Stone were 
handed to Moses on that ‘day. But 
what is the reason for the joy on 
Ab 15? asks the Talmud, 


Unacceptable View 


Since the Talmud states that 
O'31E33 1° was a day of joy 
because there was forgiveness on 
that day, it obviously did not read 
in the Mishna for that 


is not a day of MAMI AND. 
Other scholars think _ that 
1° should be retained 
in.the text, and that nevertheless 
it is possible to conceive that the 
Rabbis saw nothing incongruous 
in young people using this Holy- 
day to make marriage proposals. 
This wholly unacceptable. 
Yom Kippur is the holiest day of 
the year, the day on which no 
physical pleasures are permitted, 
the day on which husbands and 
wives separate. the day on which 
all thoughts must be turned away 
from bodily needs and be attuned 
only to the contemplation of the 
higher demands of the spirit. Is it 
conceivable that on this solemn day 
the. Talmud would ‘approve of 
dancing and marriage proposals? 
Why, in the name of reason, should 
Yom Kippur be chosen for this 
levity? Why not wait a few days 
till Succot? It is obviously totally 
out of keeping with the solemnity 
of the Day: it is therefore ‘com- 
pletely unrealistic to imagine that 
it did, in fact, take place on Yom 
Kippur. |

Let us first try to understand the 


Mishna. Why was Ab-15 a day 
The Talmud (Taanit 
30b) gives several reasons. One is 
this. It will be .remembered that 
the daughters of Zelophehad, who 
inherited their father’s land, had 
been told by Moses that they could 
marry men of their own tribe only, 
and not of another tribe, so that 
the land which they inherited 
would remain within their tribe 


and not be transferred to their — 


husbands’ tribes (Numbers XXXVI). 
This restriction was irksome; and 


the Talmud states that this law was 


intended for that generation only, 
and that subsequently it was 
annulled, and the annulment took 
place on Ab 15: that was their 
tradition (see Rashi, Baba Bathra 


wd op That 
day, when the tribes of Israel were 
allowed to intermarry, was then 
instituted as a day of joy. 


Permission to Marry . 


Another: reason given in the 
Talmud is that on this day the men 
of the tribe of Benjamin were per- 
mitted to marry women from the 
other tribes of Israel, though pre- 
viously a ban had been imposed on 


the tribe of Benjamin because of a> 


serious crime they had committed 
(see Judges xix-xx!). 

A third reason is that the degree 
concerning the generation of the 
wilderness (who had been told they 
would die in the wilderness and not 
enter the Promised Land: 
Numbers xiv, 26-35) ended in the 
forticth vear on Ab 15. Rashi 
explains (Baba Bathra 1}2la) that 
the various reascns given by the 
different Amoraim are all valid: 
they supplement each other ; they 
are not in conflict with each other. 
Therefore, because of these reasons 
(and others mentioned jn_ the 
Talmud) Ab 15 was established as 
a day of rejoicing. 

Now ‘to explain the Mishna.

white borrowed garments, in order 
not to put to shame those who had 
none.” 

That is all he said. By. wearing 
white garments on these days they 
showed that they recognised them 
That is the only 
point of similarity—the wearing of 
white garments on both Ab 15 and 
the Day of Atonement; and the 
garments were borrowed. Even the 
wealthy’ girls 


shame the poor girls who had no 
white clothes of their own and were 
obliged to borrow them. Everyone 
wore borrowed clothes ; there was 
no distinction between’ rich and 
poor. 


Immersion 


Then the Mishna makes a state- 
ment of Din: 


immersion.” The borrower had to 
immerse them in case the lender 
had been ritually unclean, 

Then the Mishna continues with 
another independent — statement: 
DvO"23 “And the daughters of 
Jerusalem went out and danced i 
the vineyards,” | 

This dozs not refer to Yom 
Kippur. It is a completely separate 
Statement. 

Students of the Talmud know 
that a Mishna frequently makes 
several independent statements. 
The Mishna is. concise, and 
expresses itself very briefly and 
sometimes even ambiguously ; and 
it is the job of the Amoraim in the 
Talmud to dissect the Mishna and 
expound it. 

The statement 
Da refers only 
to Ab 15, Rashi, in explaining the 
word M5151 (Taanit 26b), quotes 
the phrase Sind (Judges 
xxi, 21) as having the same mean- 


ing. Chapter xxi of Judges 
describes the advice given to the

INCREASE IN BRITISH 
ALIYA | 


Confidence in Israel’s 
Security 


By a JewtsH CHRONICLE Reporter 


Emigration to Israel from Britain 
and Eire is increasing again. By the 
end of this year it is expected that 
over 500 people will have gone on 
aliya. About 350 emigrants have 
already left, and 80 more are due 
to leave immediately after the Holy- 
days. 

The head of the Jewish Agency’s 
Aliyah Department in London, Mr. 
N. Bar-Giora, gave the reasons for 
the increase as greater confidence in 
Israel’s. security, coupled with the 
realisation that Israel offers a better 
Jewish future. | 


The number of emigrants to Israel | 


this year will be nearly as high as in 
1950, the peak year for emigration, 
when 526 went to Israel from this 
country. In subsequent’ years alliya. 
decreased, until in 1955 and 1956 only, 
about 150 people left each year. 


No Cancellations 


Since: Sinai, Mr. Bar-Giora said, 
Jews had had far greater confidence 
in the military security of Israel. This 
confidence was now so strong that no 
one planning to go on aliya had can- 


celled his departure (or the arrange-~ 


ments for it) during the recent Middle 
East crisis. 

Another factor which Mr. 
Giora thought contributed to 
increase in British aliya was 
improvement the absorption 
schemes for western aliya. New- 
comers and their families were now 
being accommodated and economic- 
ally integrated, almost immediately, at 
a level not very inferior to that to 
which they had been accustomed. 

There was an increasing awareness, 
Mr. Bar-Giora stated,\among Jewish 
parents that Israel, more than any 
other country, provided a_ better 
Jewish future for their children. They 
recognised that it was even worth 
sacrificing a materially higher standard 
of living for this. 

Aliya had, he said, become accepted 
as a national factor in the life of 
British Jewry. It was increasing not 
only among the younger chalutzic 
element but also among the families: 
of small business men and pro- 
fessional people. =

He 
could sell the lot for his own gain, 
even have her earnings handed over 
to him by her employer. 

When Bertha Solomon got up to 
speak in a House notorious for its 
hecklers and its all-night debates, 
no one dropped even the proverbial 
pin to break the silence,

Brisket of beef, 2-2} Ib.; carrots, 
1 lb. ; potatoes, 2 lb.; brown sugar, 
2 oz.; flour, 2 0z.; chicken or other 
fat, 2 oz.; 1 lemon;.1 or 2 onions;

THEY QUEUE UP 
FOR SCHOOL 


By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


“* Hebrew Without Tears ” was how 
Z. Korach, the Director of 
Jewish Studies at the North-West 
London Jewish Day Schools; des- 
cribed an Ulpan for children at the 
Cricklewood Synagogue. 


The Ulpan, arranged by the Jewish 
Agency's Department for Torah 
Education and Culture, attracted over 
eighty children. 

In one week alone Mr. Korach and 
his staff of five had taught children, 
from five-and-a-half to eleven years 
of age, sufficient to enable them to 
talk Hebrew among themselves and 
with their teachers. 


When I visited the synagogue 
recently the children were rehearsing 
the playlets they would present to an 
audience of their parents at an Oneg 
Shabbat the following day. I was 
amazed at their proficiency after such 
a short period of tuition. 

Mr. Korach told me that the 
children learned their Hebrew while 
playing games instead of sitting at 
a school desk, In this -way they 


absorbed the language without realis- 
ing that they were doing so. 

So great was their eagerness to 
‘learn that many of the children were 
waiting outside the synagogue for 
more than half-an-hour before the 
classes were due to start,

Sirn,—May I make reference to the 
article in last week’s issue, “ When 
Men do the Shopping,” about the 
gentleman who went into a kosher 
butcher’s for a lamb chop and paid 
the exorbitant price of 4s. 6d. for 
10 oz., including wrapping—and very 
likely said “Please send it to my 
flat and if no-one’s in put it in the 
letter-box.” 
never take much notice of these 
remarks, but this tough gentleman 
makes my stomach turn. 


First, no one asked him to eat a 
lamb cutlet (for 10 oz. is not a chop). 
He could come to me, or any other 
kosher butcher, and get a breast of 
lamb at the price of is. 6d. per Ib., 
which comes off the same lamb as his 
cutlet did, and he can chew his head 
off with that. Secondly, he says the 
chop was lovely—well, thank heaven 
for that. That is something in favour 
of us “rotten” butchers. At least 
we do try to give him the best obtain- 
able. Thirdly, before he loses any 
more sleep, may I inform him that 
the lamb in question costs us 3s. 2d. 


-per Ib. in the market, and with 


expenses incurred before we get it 
home costs us 3s. 6d. per Ib. We 
sell the scrag for 2s. per Ib.; the 


| breast we cannot sell at any price. 


because all we are asked for are chops 
and cutlets. Therefore, if he has any 
kind of a mathematica] brain he can 
quickly work out that we don’t make 
a very big profit on this lamb. 

With reference to the further 
remarks about price-lists, all the 
goods in our shop are priced. All we 
are asked for from the time we open 
till closing time are chops and cutlets, 
steaks and roasts. Nobody asks for 
the cheaper cuts. 

I wish more kosher butchers would 
have the courage to speak their mind, 
as we are all going through a very 
trying period at present. We leave 
our money in the market and when 
customers come in for a lamb cutlet 
we still have to grin-and say: “ Thank 
you.” |

My introduction to the work of 
David Bomberg was, | think, at his 
one-man show at the Bloomsbury 
Gallery in 1932, and it would have 


been about that time that I first met. 


him. | 
It has been said of him that he was 


“passionate, chaotic, absurd, quixotic, 


lovable’; and I would not delete 
any of these adjectives. On the many 
occasions I have thought of him since 
his death last year I have seen first 
his welcoming smile, both fatherly 
and childlike, and then has come his 
irrepressible enthusiasm, his sunny 
generosity ; and then some of the 
absurdities like his insistence that 
Carlyle called Robespierre, not the 
‘““sea-green incorruptible,” but the 
oreen-faced incorrigible.”

SCIENCE IN ISRAEL 


Research in Many 
Fields 


From our Correspondent 


GLASGOW 
One of the most pressing needs of 


Israel today is where to obtain the 
great energy that is so vital to the 
development of the country, said Dr. 
Alexander Kohn, Hon. Secretary of 
the Association for the Advancement 
of Science in Israel, who attended the 
annual meeting of the British Associa- 


tion in Glasgow recently. 


Dr. Kohn told me in an. interview 
that they derived most of their energy 
from oil, and, of course, the bulk of 
it had to be imported. Geophysicists 
were now engaged in searching for 
oil and water in the country. 

In the field of nuclear physics there 
had been important developments. 
A cyclotron had been acquired at the 
Hebrew University to further 
research. At the Weizmann Institute 
an accelerator had been installed for 
the study of the structure of ele- 
mentary particles of atomic and 
cosmic rays. | 
Chemical research 
wide fields, and almost half of the 
scientists in Israel were engaged in its 
problems. physical chemistry 
there was the study of the radiation 
effects of chemicals and_ isotope 
research. 


Negev Centre 


The Dead Works studied 
methods of purification and extraction 


of, and uses for, potash, bromine, and © 


magnesium from the Sea. 
Israel Mining Industries investigated 
the methods of extraction of minerals 
from local ores such as_ copper, 
manganese, and iron. The Forest and 
Fibres Products Research Institute 
was. carrying out chemical research on 
the utilisation of local fibres for the 
textile industry, and also tested 
materials for strength, bleaching 
properties, shrinkage, etc. 

Work on the potentialities of arid 
regions had begun, and the Negev 


Arid Research Station was the centre 


for this study. 

Agriculture was, of course, vital to 
the Israeli economy. 
to secure the highest possible yield 
from the land. and today research was 
going on in fields such as agronomy, 
soil science, plant pathology, citricul- 
ture, and plant protection. 

In his field—biology—Dr. 
Kohn said that some of the zo- 
Ological surveys were helping to 
eradicate diseases such as malaria, 
bilharzia, and leishmaniasis. Speak- 
ing of the last influenza epidemic. he 
said that it did not reach Israel until 
about three months after it had been 
in Syria, Egypt, and Jordan. This 
had given them time to prepare a 
vaccine. 


Dr. Kohn, who was born in Poland, 4- 
went to Israel in 1937, and studied at. 


the Hebrew University. He inter- 
rupted his studies to volunteer for 
service with the Jewish Brigade in the 
British Army.

LOOKING FOR THE 
SYNAGOGUE 


Diffieulties of Visitors 
To the Editor of THe JEwisu CHRONICLE 


Sir.—I recently met two officers of 
the Israeli Navy at Portsmouth, who 
told me that they had tried to find 
the address of the local synagogue in 
the telephone directory without 
success. 


They had looked under synagogue, 
Jew. Hebrew, and even Temple and 
rabbi, but could find no address that 
sounded at all like a synagogue, 
although a Protestant chaplain, had 
assured them that. there was one in 
that city. Both these officers. were 
very Orthodox and were keenly 


disappointed, 


They were very. ‘oti when | 
told them that they should have 
looked under the letter P for Ports- 
mouth and Southsea Hebrew Congre- 
gation. | 

Many synagogues provincial 
towns are listed under the name of 
the town followed by the words 
“Hebrew. Congregation” or “ Jewish 
Congregation,” or “Synagogue,” and 
this is the last thing that a visitor, 
especially one from abroad who is 
unfamiliar with the customs of Anglo- 
Jewry, thinks of looking for. . 


Now that the Holy-days. are with 
us there must be many Jews finding 
themselves in towns, which perhaps 
have flourishing Jewish communities, 
and who want to find the local syna- 
gogue and who are unable to do so 


for the same reason, 


Provincial Jewish communities are 
famous for the hospitality that they 
give to visitors, especially Jewish 
Servicemen, ho matter from what part 
of the world they come, and it 
would: be better if they were listed. 
in the local directories under a word 
that the average Jew would think of, 
than merely under the name of the 
town,

This reference to any particular 
warden of a synagogue within the 
egis of the United Synagogue is 
clearly incorrect.

United Synagogue clearly shows that 
each synagogue vearly elects two con- 
gregants, for a period of twelve 
months, to run the affairs of the 
synagogue, other than fimance, for and 
on behalf of the Board of Manage- 


ment. All duties to be shared by 


mutual arrangement, such as standing

meetings. 

The term “senior warden” has no 
doubt arisen on account of the habit, 
often undesirable, of certain gentle- 
men elected to office as warden of 
regarding the warden’s box as their 
permanent seat. Indeed, in some 
Synagogues wardens have actually 
forgetten in what part of their syna- 
gogue their actual seat is and are 
referred to as “resident presidents.”

The Three Choirs Festival, at Here- 
ford. has been the occasion for the 
first performance of a new oratorio by 
Franz Reizenstein. Entitled “Genesis,” 
it is a more serious work than his 
“Voices of Night,” and the poems 
which have been assembled by Chris- 
topher Hassall as the word-basis for 
Reizenstein’s music, together with the 

“Creation” passages from . Genesis, 
are all chosen to illustrate the divine 
work of creation. Such a theme 
demands music of both devotional 
and philosophic content, and the com- 
poser has sought to match the 
grandeur of the deed with equally 

magnificent composition. Because of 
his bent, counterpoint plays a large 
and at times the music soars to 
near sublimity. But perhaps Reizen- 
stein has tried to convey too much of

BALLET RAMBERT

TWO BROTHERS 


The second new ballet introduced 
by The Ballet Rambert, at Sadler's 
Wells, is a most promising piece,

gesture, strongly expressed by Gillian 
Martlew, John Chesworth, and Nor- 
man Morrice himself.

Here 
again, a fine economy. of movement 
makes the soloist’s presentation all the 
more telling. ‘Mirror’ — begins 
insipidly, but gets under way at last, 
though a basic flaw in the idea 
prevents the piece being more than 
an exploitation of a trick. In the 
Divertissement from ‘“Coppelia” all 
the company has a chance to display 
the life and expertise which marks 
Ballet Rambert. H.CS.

ISRAELI SINGERS - 


New Records 
Reviewed by J. BENDAVID 


Gramophone companies and private 
organisations in this country have 
from time to time issued a record or 
two of Israeli tunes, of which there is 
now a growing volume, but there is 
now also the opportunity to obtain 
records from Israel itself, especially 
those made by Hed-Arzi. This com- 
pany has a sizeable catalogue, and 
among the “hits” are many of 
Israel’s own melodies, 

Israeli song is in its way a recent 
phenomenon, and indigenous music in 
Israel has still to feel its feet. There 
are sO many influences at work, owing 
to the nature of the mixed population 
and differing traditions of Ashkenazi 
chazanut and Sephardi and Oriental 
chanting. One may generally divide 
the trends in Israeli music into four 
categories, each with its obvious back- 
ground and causes: (1) the pastoral- 
agricultural; (2) the sentimental- 
nostalgic; (3) the Army-Palmach ; 
and (4) the Biblical-Psalmodical. 


All these groups are represented in 
a number of records | have recently 
heard. Shoshana Damar, that lively 
Yemeni singer, for instance, sings 
eight songs (Hed-Arzi 10-inch L.P. 
AN 10-21) which contain examples of 
each. There is the spirited pastoral 
* Wine Song,” the caressing “ Negev 
Lullaby,” the. marching Palmach 
“Unknown Platoon,’ and __ the 
Havdala.” (The 
record-making technique is to be 
noted, by the way.) Two of Israel’s 
best-known popular composers are 
represented on this record: the Ash- 
kenazi Wilensky and the Sephardi 
Navon, but their styles are gradually 
merging into a local idiom. Miss 
Damari is deservedly popular for her 
spirited renderings, but, like, many 
Israeli artists, she tends to become the 
prisoner of her own style. 

The same may be said of Yaffa 
Yarkoni, known in Israel as a popular 
“crooner.” Two Hed-Arzi records, 
AN 11-23 (10-inch L.P.) and AN 10-07 
(10-inch L.P.), are typical of her 
smooth Western style. There is no 
doubt, however, that Miss Yarkoni’s 
records are in demand for young 
people’s parties! 

Quite different from these is the 
singing of Regina Chomska, whose art 
appears upon the Hed-Arzi record 
AN 42-08 (12-inch L.P.). Miss Chom- 
ska, from the first note, indicates her 
European origin and training as an 
operatic mezzo-soprano. One has only 
to listen to her version of the “* Legend 
of Kineret” and that of Shoshana 
Damari to have demonstrated at once 
the differenee between the Western 
and Eastern approach. On this larger 
record, besides singing a number of 
well-known Israeli songs, Miss Chom- 
ska gives us nostalgically two Yiddish 
songs, ~ Margaritkes” (by Zelman 
Shneur) and * Eywik ” (“ Eternally ”’). 

These Israeli records are obtainable 
in London from Messrs. David 
Yaskiel. 


THE SPEAKER WHO 
NEVER WAS

At a meeting of the General Zionist 


Organisation in the Montmarte Café,

Yom Kippur Thoughts 


BY AUNTIE 


HE time from Rosh Hashana 
until Yom Kippur, which we 
observe next Tuesday night and 
Wednesday, is called the Ten Days of 
Penitence. During this pcriod we 
recite daily the Selichot, prayers for 
forgiveness. In many of them we ask 
God to remember the merits of our 
forefathers and to take into account 
their good deeds. But,’ indeed, it 
must be clear to all of us that we 
‘annot be absolved from all respon- 
sibility and wrong by saying how 
good our fathers were. They set an 
example to us and we should heed 
their teachings. We must be saved 
by our own efforts and by our own 
-way of life, although we hope that 
the good deeds of our ancestors will 
plead for us on the Dav of Judg- 
ment. | 
Jewish teachers have always 
insisted that the Day of Atonement 
is not meant as a day on which the 
faults of a whole year can be wiped 
out. Atonement must be a continu- 
ous process. The Bible tells us: 
“And ye shall afflict your souls” ; 
and this is interpreted as a com- 
mand to fast. But look at the 
Haftara that is read on Yom Kippur 
morning. It is taken from the Book 
of the Prophet Isaiah, in which he 
explains to the people in what true 
penitence consists. It is neither in 
‘passing words nor in fruitless resolu- 
tions; it’ must be shown by deeds. 
God is just in all His ways and He 
will pardon everyone who con- 
scientiously does his or her daily 
duties, who is a loyal friend and is 
truthful and honourable. We must 
pray that we will be given strength 
to conquer temptations and weakness. 
Isaiah promises, in the name of the 
Lord, that those who cry for help 
will be guided to a better way of life. 


Prayers for Forgiveness 


I hope you will pay particular’ 
attention to this Haftara and also read 
in English the translation of the 
-Selichot. These prayers for forgive- 


ness are very beautiful compositions | 


and some of the best work of Jewish 
writers is in the Yom Kippur prayer 
book. In the Routledge edition you 
will find the translations are b 
modern. poets such as Israel Zangwill, 
and I am sure you will appreciate and 
understand the inner meaning. 

What a solemn scene the synagogue 
presents on this holy day, when 
the whole congregation, filled with 
awe and reverence, turns toward the 
Ark, joining, in thought: and feeling, 
in the prayer of the High Priest, in 
the Temple of old, as he implored 
pardon for the sins that the children 
of Israel had committed. And sud- 
denly, as the name of the Most High 
is pronounced, every knee is_ bent, 
every head bowed, and every heart 
is moved at the thought of the 
Almighty’s forgiveness. Our hearts 
are filled with gratitude, love, and 
reverence for Him. We resolve to 
uproot all the selfishness of our desires 
that we may learn God’s will and 
faithfully carry out His charge. 

‘The day is on the decline, the most 
sacred day of the. year is almost at 
an end. The whole congregation has 
united itself in prayer and pleadingly 
they cry: 

“Open the gates of the coveted

SYMBOLS AND BADGES. 


(Continued) 


You will remember that last week 
we began a new series, in which we 
are “collecting” the symbols’ or 
badges of various institutions, socie- 
ties, schools, and so on, in our 
community. | 

As we go on, you will find that very 
many of the badges are based on or 
are variations of famous Jewish 
symbols which are to be found 
illustrated far back in our history. The 


Bnai Brith Jews’ College 
main examples are the Shield of 
David, the Menorah, which used to be 
a sacred vessel in the Temple in 
Jerusalem, and the Scrolls of the 
Law. These are the most commonly 
used. Sometimes the Menorah has 
seven branches (there is,a famous 
sculpture of it on the Arch of Titus 
in Rome, among the spoils taken by 
the Roman conqueror from Jerusalem 
nearly two thousand years ago), and 
nine. The nine- 
branched candelabrum is the one 
specifically used for lighting the 
candles at Chanucah and it is there- 
fore known as a Chanukiah. 


This week we show a Menorah,_ 


the badge of the B’nai B’rith, which 
is a fraternal organisation whose head- 
quarters are in America but which has 
branches (called lodges) here and in 
other countries. The lodges have 
cultural programmes and they do not 
take part in politics or religious con- 
troversies, The motto of the B’nai 
B’rith is “Benevolence, Brotherly 
Love, and Harmony.” | 

The Shield of David—-Magen David 
in Hebrew—appears in our other 
three badges this week, and a Scroll 
of the Law also in one of them. This 
last-named is most appropriate, of 
course, because it is in the symbol of 
Jews’ College, London. Jews’ 
College was established over 100

children to Israel). Jewish Child’s 
Day is usually held officially each year 
on the seventh day of Chanucah. 
The third Magen David will be 
seen, quite small, in the middle of the 
badge used by the Norwood Home 
for Jewish Children. The other

symbols on this badge, the clasped 
hands and the rising sun,. indicate 
friendship and warmth, which are very 
necessary in caring for those children 
especially who are orphans. The 
Norwood Home,. whose older name 
was the Jewish Orphanage, is one of 
our oldest institutions ; it was founded 
in 1795 and it has helped thousands 
of poor children to become educated

PERSONAL LOANS 
SCHEME 


The conflict between hire purchase 
finance and the new “Personal 
Loans” service introduced by several 
of the big banks continues to provide 
the City with an interesting talking 
point.

Bitterness Over Chief 
Rabbi's Ruling

| SYDNEY 

After a delay of almost 18 months 
Brodie, has 
tuled that the Victorian Jewish Board 
of Deputies’ plan for a communal 
Jewish cemetery must be rejected as 
being contrary to the Shulchan 
Aruch. 

In a letter read at the recent meet- 


ing of the Victorian Jewish Board of 
Deputies in Melbourne, Rabbi Brodie 


suggested an alternative cemetery plan 
for the land, which comprises twelve 
acres. He suggested that “ten acres 
should be consecrated and known as 
the Melbourne Jewish Orthodox 
Cemetery for the use of all Orthodox 
synagogues and burial societies who 
recognise the authority of the Mel- 
bourne Beth Din ; the other two acres, 
to be partitioned off by a fence, pro- 
bably a wall, should be handed over 
to the Temple Beth Israel for their 
use.” 


_Liberal Temple Statement 
This letter has caused bitterness in 


the Melbourne Jewish community. 


In a statement, the Executive of the 
Liberal Temple Beth Israel com- 
ments: “For generations the Mel- 
bourne Jewish community was satis- 
fied with an arrangement which 
provided for burial of members of 
the Jewish community within areas 
specially set aside and designated as 
“Hebrew Compartments’ within 
general cemeteries, where all other 


(non-Jewish) denominations were also 


allocated sections for burial of their 
members. | 

“There was never any need 
for the erection of brick walls or 
fences between Jew and Gentile. We 
object even more strongly to a wall 
separating Jews from their fellow 
Jews. At this time of the year when 
the Holy-day season should be a 
unifying bond between all Jews, and 
between every Jew and his Creator, 
we call on all our coreligionists not 
to erect walls separating one Jew 
from another.”

partial resumption of aliya was 
regarded by fOcal Jewry as nothing 
less than a miracle. Many of those 
granted exit visas have had to wait 
for as long as ten years from the 
date of their application. When, a 
year ago, the rumour spread _ that 
Jews would be allowed to leave for 
Israel the authorities were deluged 
with many thousands of applications. 
After a time, the Rumanians refused 
to consider further requests for visas. 
The position now is that exit per- 
mits are being granted on a haphazard 
basis in the towns and_ villages—to 
the elderly and the ‘young, to indi- 
viduals... and to families. — to 
academicians as well as artisans. It 
was at first thought that special 
priority would be given to those Jews 
in Rumania wishing to be reunited 
with their’ families in Israel, but this 
does not now appear to be the case. 
A couple with their two children have 
been allowed to leave the country 
while their elderly mother, who 
applied for a visa at the same time, 
is still awaiting a permit. I met one 
elderly woman who had to leave her 
children behind her because the exit 
permits granted by the 
ori 


limited period, 
Despite all these’ hardships groups 
of between fifty and sixty: Jews are 
leaving Rumania twice and sometimes 
three times a week, They: arrive here 
by train and ‘plane, having had to 
expend the little money at their dis-

posal on fares. They come here with. 
no money, jewellery, or any belong- 
ings of value. , Old clothing, bedding, 
and a limited amount of crockery are 
the only items of their luggage. 

Yet they do not mind. In Vienna 
they are accommodated in clean 
hotels, and everybody gets an allow- 
ance of 40 schillings (about eleven 
Shillings) a day. As most have 
brought food with them they are 
using the money to buy things which 
they believe to be scarce in Israel 
They do not: worry about the future. 
Their only care is the fate of their 
relatives still in Rumania and _ their 
Only prayer that their loved ones may 
follow them as quickly as possible. 


AMERICANS EXPELLED 


VIENNA 

Seven American tourists were 
ordered to leave Rumania within 24 
hours. They arrived here in a ‘plane 
in company with 23 Jewish emigrants. 
Emigrants reaching here state that 
virtually all Jews in government posts 
have been dismissed. Jews, they 
reported, are being forced to hand 
over all their property to government 
agents, who used pressure and even 
torture. to extract information. on 
hidden jewellery or gold. ,

suicide recently was ‘Mr. M.- Nestor,
